England and Continent Suffer Great- 


» Country’s Surplus.

CHICAGO BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Sept. 9.-—[Special Dispatch. ] 
European countries are facing a se- 
rious crop shortage, according to Hen- 
ry D. Sturtevant, resident partner of 
the brokerage firm of Shearson, Ham- 
mil and Company, who returned from 
abroad today. Mr. Sturtevant is a 
recognized American crop expert and 
his opinion carries weight with the big 
grain and crop men of the North- 
west. He traveled extensively through 
France, Gtrmany, Austria and Eng- 
land by automobile and had a good 
opportunity to observe agricultural 
conditions. Early in July he said the 
grain fields in France and Germany 
looked promising but almost continu- 
ous rains during the harvesting pe- 
riod wrought havoc with the grow- 
ers. The loss has been most severe 
in Germany, though conditions else- 
where on the continent and in Eng- 
land are nearly as bad. . 

“As yet I don't believe it is appre- 
clated in this country how bad the 
crop conditions are abroad,” said Mr. 
Sturtevant. “The weather during the 
harvesting period was simply fierce. 
For thirty days it rained clmost con- 
stantly on the continent and in Eng- 
land and the grain crops were all se- 
riously impaired. It is a good thing 
for this country that the American 
farmers have been favored by bounti- 
ful harvests this season for I believe 
what ever surplus we have will be 
urgently needed broad.”

ZAPATISTAS AT THE GATE. 
OF THE CAPITAL OF MEXICO 


Rebel Conspiracy With Ramifications Unearthed by 
the Secret Police—Cerna and Three of His Compan- 
tons Executed—Insurrecto Spirit Gains New Converts 
and Conditions Approach Those of Anarchy.

MEXICO CITY, Sept. 9.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch. ] Following a. few days 
of comparative inactivity on the part 
of the Zapatista hordes in the south, 
another wave of terror passed 
through the city when it became 
known a powerful band of rebels was 
concealed at the very gates of the 
capital, in expectation of a popular 
uprising in this city on the eve of the 
16th of September, the Mexican na- 
tional holiday. 

Preparations for the burning and 
sacking of the city had been made 
and everything appeared ready for 
the advent of the Zapatistas, when, 
by accident, the police learned of the 
proposed attack. Prompt measures 
were taken. 

In the dragnet cast by the police 
were enmeshed a number of high 
authorities charged with the admin- 
istration of law in towns surrounding 
the Federal district, tagether with 
“Gen.” Antonio Cerna, who was to 
have been in command of the invad- 
ing forces. Cerna and three of his 
companions were executed. | 

More than 1500 recruits had been 
obtained in this city and were wait- 
ing the cry of “Viva Zapata” to de- 
gin their awful work. 

As is customary in this city elabo- 
rate arrangements had been made to 
celebrate Independence Day, and the 
rebels apparently believed that on 
that day it would be easy to enter 
the city without attracting much at- 
tention. 

AN ARMY READY. 

By messengers word was received 
from the Zapata chiefs that a large 
army, under the command of Miran- 
da, would be ready to co-operate with 
the revoltosos already recruited in the. 
eapital, and that the capitulation of 
the garrison here was certain. 

Jose Navarete, municipal presi- 
dent of Temaxcalapa, Mariano Rose- 
te, Councilman, Judge Leonardo Fer- 


nandez, and other well-known on- 


clals, were approached and readily 
agreed to aid the cause of Zapata, ac- 
cording to confessions made to the 
authorities. 

About fifty cut-throats, formerly 
ponnected with the uprising in the 
south, fearful lest their presence 
awaken suspicion, moved to the sub- 
urban town of San Geronimo, where 
a villa had been engaged by Gen.“ 
Cerna for the accommodation of the 


ng. 

Meanwhile the bandits passed the 
nights in robbing neighboring towns 
and it is known they stole $28,000 
from one land owner. 

DEPREDATIONS. 

Tales of depredations committed by 
supposed rebels within a few miles of 
the Federal district led the authort- 
ties to adopt extreme measures in fer- 
reting out the hiding places of the 
bandits, and the efforts of the govern- 
ments were crowned with success. 

The villa in San Geronimo was sur- 


rounded by officers and the members | 


| 


of the band were taken while en- 
joying a feast in anticipation of tak- 
ing Mexico City. A large quantity of 
arms and ammunition was found in 
the house, together with a carload of 
loot. 

Simultaneously wholesale arrests 
were made in this city, and scores of 
“recruits” were taken by the police. 

A few days ago the rebel forces 
advanced to within three miles of 
the tmportant city of Puebla, where 
the great factories of Santa Cruz were 
looted and the peace inhabitants were 
subjected to the usual atrocities 
which have characterized the opera- 
tions of Zapata. 

Concerted and successful 
on a number of smaller towns and 
cities In a widely scattered territory 
did much to offset the good effect 
caused by the discovery of the plot 
to enter the capital. 

REBELS IN THE SOUTH. 
News from the southern States in- 
fected with the germ of rebellion in- 
dicates that the real problem of re- 
storing order will center in. the 
south instead of in the north. The 
movement headed by Zapata has re- 
solved into a struggie between classes 


with the majority of fighting men in 


full sympathy with Zapata to parti- 
tion the great land holdings among 
the workers. 

President Madero and his Cabinet 
are giving much attention to the de- 
talis of a plan to break up the big 
haciendas, but his hands are tied be- 
cause of the resistance offered by the 
rebels themselves. It was expected 
the law suspending guarantees would 
cause a large number of rebels to 
give up their arms, but so far the 
government has been disappointed. 

That the revolution is slowly 
spreading and that conditions in 
Mexico gradually are becoming worse, 
if such were dle, is admitted by 
everyone familiar with the facts, and 
the question is whether or not the 
government will be able to stem the 
tide in time to save the country from 
utter ruin and anarchy. 

CRITICAL SITUATION. 

That Ambassador Wilson is fully 
alive to the critical situation is shown 
in his dispatches to the government 
at Washington, demanding protection 
for the lives and properties of Amer- 
lean citizens. The government of 
President Madero is exerting itself to 
the utmost to prevent injuries to 
either, but progress along these lines 
if any at all, seems to be slow, in- 
deed. As a result of the so-called war 
business interests in all parts of the 
republiG are suffering damages, that 
will take years to repair. 

Moreover, there exists a party of 
fire-eaters ready to “march to Wash- 
ington” at the first indication that 
the Americans wish to help in restor. 
ing order. 

That the lives of scores of Ameri- 
cans are in real danger admits of no 
doubt, but the optimists believe the 
present regime will defeat all oppost- 
tion and that the country once more 
will enter on a long period of peace 
and prosperity.

British Navy Has Nothing to 


Beat Dreadnought.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—The new 
. battleship Pennsylvania, the only one 
authorized by Congress at the last 
session, will be fully as large as the 
great battleship which the British 
government has just authorized ac- 
cording to plans of the naval general 
board. Her displacement win exceed 
30,000 tons, which is about equal to 


displacement to the biggest ship the 
United States now has afloat. She 
will use oil for fuel. 

The naval board has outlined the 
features of the new vessel and an ef- 
fort will be made to get out the ad- 
vertisements calling for bids for con- 
struction of the ship before Congress 
meets in December.

sudden rise of prices in the lemon 
market, which is causing consumers, 
growers and dealers to wonder how 
much higher they will go. Today 
lemons reached 40 cents a dozen to 
the user. The manager of one, Loop 
restaurant demurred when it was 
suggested that the sudden jump 
might lead to smaller cuts of lemon 
for people who take it in their iced 
tea. 


“Not a bit of it,” he replied. “The 
public doesn't suffer. It's the restau- 
rant man. Do ycu think for a minute 
that we would be allowed to cut down 
on our lemons we serve with fish, in 
lemonade, or tea and as a relish? No 
sir; not if the price goes up to 81. 
The restaurant man bears the loss 
when prices go up. And everybody is 
drinking iced tea now, on account of 
the hot weather.” 

One purveyor was inclined to think 
the retailer was hit hardest by the ad- 
vance in prices. 

“We are quoting lemons at 40 cents 
a dozen this morning and there are 
prospects that they will go still high- 
er.“ he said. Our margin of profit 
will be little if the price goes higher. 
Consumption has not fallen off ma- 
terially, though, in the last few days.“ 

Drug stores serve lemonade at 5 to 
10 cents a glass, but proprietors de- 
clared that the rise in prices would 
not affect them. 

“If fresh lemons are called for, we 
have to make good, that's all,“ said a 
dispenser of cool drinks. “For the 
most part our lemon juice is bottled 
and we will have enough to tide over 
the famine. You will remember that 
when eggs were high we had to keep 
jon selling ess drinks at the 2 prices 
just the same.”

VENICE OONTEMPLATES SALT 
WATER PROTECTION SYSTEM. 


Resolution Will Be Introduced 
Wednesday Night Providing for a 
Vote on a Bond Issue to Secure the 
Necessary Funds—Nevada Man of 
Note Becomes a Californian. 


VENICE, Sept. 9.—This city will 
spend $100,000 in making its salt 
water fire prevention system the best 
in the world, if the plans of City 
Trustee F. K. McCarver bear fruit. 
At the meeting of the City Trustees 
Wednesday night he will introduce a 
resolution that an election be called 
to vote ona bond issue for that 
amount for the extension of the sys- 
tem which stood such a severe test in 
the Ocean Park fire.

Those who favor the bond issue say 
that Venice should prepare now for a 
fire system that will serve a city of 
60,000 inhabitants, this being the ex- 
pected population of Venice five years 
hence.

VETERANS TO VISIT COVINA. 


Men of Packing Center. 

COVINA, Sept. 9.—Practieally every 
automobile in the Covina Valley will 
be volunteered for service on Thurs- 
day morning, when ua three-car spe- 
cial will bring a big delegation of 
Civil War veterans to this city. Com- 
rades N. D. Mussey, 8. 8. Stowe, J. 
B. Raymond, Jacob Maechtlen, Judge 
N. C. Clarke and others, are arrang- 
ing to entertain the old soldiers with 
a trip through the orange groves 
over the “Good Roads” boulevards. 

The announcement that Thursday 
is Covina Day will be made by Ex- 
ecutive Ptrector H. Z. Osborne im- 
mediately on the opening of the 
Thursday morning session. It will be 
explained to the veterans that Co- 
vina is inviting them to witness the 
picking, packing and shipping of or- 
anges and lemons. The Valencia sea- 
son is now at its height. The soldiers 
will be taken in automobiles to the 
association packing-houses, where the 
managers will give the big delegation 
a cordial welcome. 

After an inspection of the methods 
of packing and shipping, the soldiers 
will get into the machines and will 
be taken through the heart of the 
Covina orange district, going up the 
boulevard to San Dimas, where they 
will go through the largest lemon 
packing-house in the world. On 
their return to Covina an old army 
spread of baked beans, coffee and 
sandwiches will be laid on tables be- 
neath the trees in “Rest Gardens.” 
The ledies of the seven Covina 
churches have combined in a joint 
committee to prepare the feed. The 
old soldiers will board their special 
for Los Angeles in the afternoon.

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REGUDARS FROM HALL. 
Resolutions Indorsing President 
Taft and Congressman Hayes Were 
Voted Down and Yelp for the 


VENTURA, Sept. %.—The Bull 
Moosers gathered in convention here 
Saturday and, though they succeeded 
in passing a set of resolutions favor- 
ing the third-term candidate and de- 
nouncing the Republican party and 
the President, they did not accomplish 
it without a tough fight which finally 
wound up in a bolt by the regulars 
— the formation of another conven- 

on. 

The convention met with fifty-five 
delegates present, but these carried 
proxies making up the full number. 
Among the fifty-five were seven stal- 
warts headed by William H. Barnes 
of this city and Maj. Drimu of Ox- 
ward. These seven carried a number 
of proxies of regulars. The conven- 
tion was organized by making Charlies 
Blackstock of Oxnard as chairman 
and L. P. Hathaway of this city, sec- 
retary. As they are both strong for 
the Bull Moose their choice pointed 
to what was bound to happen. 

There then followed the introduc- 
tion of the Roosevelt resolution. The 


-. fegulars could not stand for them and 


several strong speeches were made 
against their adoption. Mr. Barnes 
did his best to amend them. He want- 
ed everything stricken out except the 
“Whereas” at the very beginning and 
this substituted: 

“Resolved, That we do hereby de- 
clare our fealty and allegiance to the 
principles of the Republican party, as 
enunciated in the platform adopted at 
the Chicago National Republican con- 
vention of 1912, and E our hearty 
support to William H. Taft and James 
8. erman for President and Vice- 
President of the United States.“ 

The Bull Moosers immediately 
started the steam 
to lay the resolution on the table. 
Nothing daunted, the battling regulars 
tried to get through another amend- 
ment indorsing Congressman Hayes, 
who had just been nominated at the 
Republican primaries over Judge 
Clarke of this county. This amend- 
ment read. 

“Resolved, that the Republican 
party of Ventura county, California, 
in convention assembled, hereby 
Pp its hearty support to Everis 
A. Hayes for member of Congress.” 
This amendment met the same 
fate as the other, and was flattened 
out Iike a pancake after the steam 
roller had passed over it. The origin- 
al Bull Moose resolutions were in- 
duced and passed, and this was the 
gnal for a bolt. Mr. Barnes and 
the other Republicans, who believed 
in clear-cut Republican principles, 
left the convention and took up quar- 
ters in the office of the City Marshal. 
Those who left the convention were: 
W. H. Barnes, Maj. Drifill of Oxnard, 
W. F. Ready of Mound, Roger Ed- 
wards of Saticoy, Ray Gabbert, editor 
of the Oxnard Courier; J. Wi Orr 
of this city and ex-Supervisor Daily 
of Camarillo. These, with a number 
of proxies of regulars in their 
kets, gathered enough staunch 
publicans to make up a group of 
eighteen stalwarts. They elected W. 
H. Barnes as chairman and F. 
Baker as secretary. Some ringing 
speeches were made, and the sense 
of the convention was that Repub- 
lican principles would be upheld and 
a regular convention called at an 
early date. A Republican club will

OLD, LOST MISSION CROSS 
IS RESTORED AT VENTURA. 


BY JOHN 8. 


ENTURA, Sept. 9%.—-[{Exclusive 

Dispatch.] To the ancient pueblo of 

San Buenaventura was restored to- 
day a portion of its lost heritage by the 
erection of a new mission cross to 
take the place of the one erected on 
the same spot by Fra Junipero Serra 
in 1782, and crumbled to dust more 
than a quarter of a century ago. Men, 
women and children representing all 
creeds and classes of the people, and 
whose ages ranged in individual in- 
stances between eight and eighty- two 
years, climbed a mountain that towers 
a thousand feet above the sea, in order 
to participate in the extremely inspir- 
ing ceremonies. : 

During the past week a band of 
Indians who were born and had been 
baptized in the old mission of San 
Buenaventura, were sent far back in- 
to the mountains to cut the timbers 
for the new cross. Guided by the 
traditions that came down to them 
from their ancestors these Indians 
went straight to the Santa Paula hills, 
and there, in the canyon of 
Cayetano, from which had come the 
timbers of the original cross and the 
— timbers of the mission itself, they 
felled a giant pine, hewed it into 
shape and bore it over difficult trails, 
after the manner of their fathers’ to 
the spot appointed for today's cere- 
monies. 

THE LIGHT OF OTHER DAYS. 

Nothing that had heretofore trans- 
pired in the history of modern Ven- 
‘tura caused so profound an im- 
pression as the Announcement that the 
old. lost mission cross was to be re- 
| placed. It had been a landmark well- 
beloved of many generations. The 
result was that Ventura today wit- 
nessed the return of hundreds of per- 
sons who had wandered to other 
places of residence. There was a 
igreat revival of Spanish speech. 
Camarillos, Solaris, Olivas, Del Cam- 
pos, Menchacas, Ticos, De la Guerras 
and Obioles were on hand by the 
scores. And also in the dark eyes 
that looked from the great hilltop 
down upon the Sunset Sea there was 
the light of other days. ä 

A MOUNTAIN MARCH. 

The parade which formed at the old 
mission church was remarkable not 
only for its size and colorful and 
striking personnel, but also for the 
severe test it made of the deep and 
stirring enthusiasm of the people who 
composed it. When formed in line 
the marchers covered a long mile of 
the good bean soil of Ventura county, 
and as they gazed from the shining 
streets of the town in the hot Sep- 
tember sun to the mountain top, a 
thousand feet above them, where the 
cross was to be erected, a contempla- 
tion of the physical task before them 
was well calculated to dismay any 
heart not wildly in love with the sen- 
timent that actuated it. 

Yet not one human soul in all that 
vast concourse faltered. The shrill 
trebles of childish voices rang out 


Old men and old women, teo, smiled 
bravely to the winding trails that 
swung far above their vision. And 
there was more than one octogenarian 
in the procession, showing what loy- 
ot to the climate of California will 


Frank Camarillo, youthful and 
handsome scion of an ancient house. 
alone rode a horse, by virtue of his 
office of grand marshal of the day. 
He was piumed and bucklered Iike a 
caballero of Monterey. At his caballo’s 
heels stepped the St. Aloysius boys’ 
hand of Santa Barbara, gorgeous in 
scarlet jackets. And next to the 
band, in the place of honor, marched 
the Society of Ventura County Pie- 
neers, grizzled men and gray, who 
could remember when there was only 
the chaparral where now are the fat 
bean lands and the aspires of clus. 
tering cities. 

The children of the public schools 
of Ventura and of St. Joseph's School 
of Oxnard, carrying a great banner of 
stripes and stars, the members of 
the E. C. O. Club and the Native Sons 
and Native Daughters of the Golden 
West also formed parts of the pro- 
cession. And, in the midst of them 
all were the padres, preceded by 
cross and 
dark-eyed, olive-cheeked acolytes of 
the Mission. San Buenaventura, the 
‘especial pride of Father Grogan, padre 
hibernicus. 

It was heart-breaking work, climb- 
ing that trafl, but it was worth it 
all at the end. The view from the 
mountain top is sublime. As though 
at one’s very feet lies the blue Pa- 
cific, stretching to Cathay. The

Ella Comstock Orr. Mrs. C. G. Bart- 
lett is the president, “and moving 
spirit of the club as she was of the 
movement to replace the Mission 
Cross. 

Although the members of th 
E. C. O. Club are not affiliated with the 
Catholic church, they felt that the 
consistencies of ethics as well as of 
history should be carried out in the 
prosecution of their latest achieve- 
ment. As a consequence, they invited 
the Franciscan friars of Santa Bar- 
bara to conduct the religious cere- 
mony of blessing the cross. . 

And it was with deep emotions 
that the spectators beheid today the 
| successors of the brown-robed padres 
of the days of old, standing again on 
fa hill top above El Camino Real, and 
blessing a Mission Cross. Today it 
was the brown-robed friar, Fra Capts- 
tran, tall and clean-eyed, who sang 
the stately ritual, while beside him 
stoo Fra Ferdinand. Secular priests 
from a dozen surrounding parishes 
were also present. The Veni Creator 
was sung by a choir of boys from 
Oxnard. 

Fra Capistran preached a short 
sermon, and then T. J. Donovan of 
Ventura introduced John G. Mott, of 
Los Angeles, who delivered the ora- 
tion of the day. It was a fine, mas- 
terly speech, filled with the sympa- 
thetic soul of the Californian born. 
Then the poem of the day was read, 
as it appears in another part of this 
paper. 

After the poem, Mrs. Bartlett came 
forward and presented the cross to 
the city and citizens of Ventura. It 
was accepted by Mayor McGuire. Hon. 
W. E. Shepherd spoke briefly, but 
eloquently on behalf of the Ventura 
County Pioneers. Robert M. Sheridan 
represented the Native Sons. Then, 
in a voice of clear, sweet melody, 
Mrs. J. J. MacGregor brought the 
ceremonies to a close with the sing- 
ing of The Rosary.”

Blythely about politics on the Pacific 

Coast. It is all very well for Samuel G. to 
-cheerful about the situation out here; 


well to look thoughtfully upon the en- 
campment of the Grand Army of Re 
Dublic to come t Les Angeles. The blue 
line, so sturdy fifty years ago, when the 
tide of rebellion surged full against it and 
wag thrown back shattered, has grown thin 
and weak. What the men of the South 
could not do time has done; and the end 
is not far away. 

The last half century has been easy for 
men who do not remember the great strug: 
le of the Civil War. There have been 
natural obstacles to overcome, problems of 
material development to contend with. But 
these call in general for no self-sacrifice 
without material gain in the end. They de- 
mand courage and fortitude, perhaps; but 
they have not called into play that high al- 
truism, that disinterested patriotism, that 
comes only through absorption in a great 
national enterprise in which there is no di- 
rect material gain for the individual. é 

We of this generation are well housed, 
Warmly bedded, snugly ensconced in the 
niches we have made for ourselves. The 
men who have come to he with us during 
the five days of the encampment lived in 
the open, slept on the ground, ate food that 
our indoor nicety would reject, and risked 
their lives more often than we risk the 
loss of our purses. It will be well to re- 
member these things while we are playing 
host, and inject into our hospitality as 
much of the spirit of 61 as may be. 


AND HIS SLANDERER. 

In 1776 Thomas Jefferson, then but 33 
years of age, was foreman of the grand jury 
that Indicted a King. Among the members 
of that historic tribunal were Benjamin 
Franklin, philosopher, patriot, diplomat and 


tossed his own fortune into the vortex of 
War, promptly and cheerfully. John Adams, 
lawyer, who succeeded Washington as Pres- 
ident of the United States. Philip Livings- 
ton, merchant, worthy descendant of the 
grim Dutchmen who oponed the dykes of 
Holland and gave their homes to the ocean 
rather than surrender their liberties. Rich- 
ard Henry Lee, the statesman who left the 
impress of his thought and scholarship upon 
the young nation whose independence he 
to achieve. There were Charles Car- 
and Elbridge Gerry, and Robert Han- 
and Caesar Rodney, and Benjamin 
Richard Stockton and Oliver Wal- 


brightest men of any country or age. 
Thomas Jefferson was accorded by com- 
mon consent the position of leader of the 
convention that framed the Declaration of 
Independence. His thought inspired it, his 
brain fashioned it, his pen wrote most of 
ite stately yet burning sentences. He was 
modestly distrustful of possessing any abil- 
ity as a fer. But he accepted the Gov- 
ernorship of Virginia in 1779, and a seat in 
Congress from that State in 1783, and dis- 
charged the duties of these offices with 
such fidelity and skill that no voice of fac 


uon was ever raised against him. 


In 1785 he was appointed Minister to 
France and discharged its delicate and re- 
sponsible duties with such rare diplomatic 
success that President George Washington 
appointed him bis Secretary of State. In 


| 1797 he was elected Vice-President of the 


United States as a Democrat, although 
John Adams, the Federal, was elected Pres- 
ident. In 1800, and again in 1804, he was 
elected President. 

Jefferson began his public career when 
33 years of age. He retired at 66, after a 
continuous public service of a third of a 

During much of this time the contest be- 
tween the Federals and Democrats was as 
fierce as any of our latter-day contests be 
tween Republicans and Democrats. Yet in 
all the partiaan literature of that day there 
cannot be found a responsible attack upon 
the truthfulness, the stainless honor, the 
incorruptible integrity and the masterful 
ability of Thomas Jefferson. Alongside of 
George Washington he towers as a master 
spirit of the age in which he lived, as a 
dominant factor in securing American in- 
dependence and shaping the course of the 
young nation in its onward march to pros- 
perity and power. 
| The creed of Thomas Jefferson, as an- 
nounced in his first inaugural address, was: 

‘Equal and exact justice to all men, 
of whatever state or persuasion, reli- 
gious or political; peace, commerce, 
and honest friendship with all nations, 
entangling alliances with ‘none; the 
support of the State governments in all 
their rights, as the most competent ad- 
ministrations for our domestic con- 
cerns, 4nd the surest bulwarks against 
antirepublican tendencies; the preser- 
vation of the general government in its 
whole constitutional vigor as the sheet- 
anchor of our peace at home and safety 
abroad. . These principles form 
the bright constellation which has gone 
before us and guided our steps through 
an age of revolution and reformation. 

The wisdom of our sages and blood of 

our heroes have been devoted to their 

attainment; they should be the creed 
of our political faith, the text of civic 
instruction, the touchstone by which to 

try the wervices of those we trust.” N 

And now comes the blatant third-termer,

He was the 
most incapable Executive that ever filled 
the Presidential chair. He was constitu- 
tionally incapable to put the proper value 
on truth,” 

In 1837, at a meeting in Faneuil] Hall in 
Boston, the Attorney-General of Massachu- 
setts placed the murderers of Lovejoy side 
by side with Otis, and Hancock, and Quincy, 
and Adams. Wendell Phillips, in a burst of 
indignant eloquence, pointed to the por- 
traits of the revolutionary statesmen and 


said:

At last our ultimatum has been sent 
to the Mexican government. The forebear- 
ance of the strong, the patience of the as- 
sailed must have dome limit. President 
Taft has given the Madero administration 
every possible chance to redeem the situa- 
tion, to prove its capacity to govern. The 
task has been one bristling with difficul- 
ties. Yet inasmuch as, by the ousting of 
Diaz, Madero shouldered the responsibility 
for starting a flame of insurrection, if the 
conflagration gets beyond his control he 
must expect to face the consequence. And 
unless he can guarantee a better protec- 
tion for the lives and properties of Amer- 
fean citizens living peaceably under his 
laws, Intervention will soon be the only so- 
lution of the problem. . 

This is not a question of the good inten- 
tions on the part of Mexico; it is one of 
ability to perform them. Already on six 
occasions bands of Mexican rebels have 
made sorties on American homesteads 
across the international boundary line; the 
number of American citizens who have 
fallen victims to the tigers of Zapata or 
the wolves of Orozco is far greater than 
reports have at present given out; the de- 
struction of American property has run 
into millions of dollars. Month after month 


-Jution has been broken in Northern Mex: 
ico, the pacification of the country 18 as far 
away as ever. In fact, the dissolving of 
Orozco’s organized army into irresponsible 
bands of banditti has increased the danger 
to all Americans living within reach of their 
plundering activities. 
“Protect Americans?“ The ultimatum 
has been delivered, the Mexican govern- 
ment must heed the mandate or be prepared 
to hand this protection over to those who 
ean and will enforce it. The United States 
has no desire to resort to intervention; it 
is an unpleasant and extreme expedient. 
Police duty has none of the glory and all 
of the suffering of a military campaign. In- 
tervention means policing Mexico with Un- 
cle Sam’s soldiers. But no thought of loss 
or sacrifice can deter us from doing our 
duty. We have a plain mandate from hu- 
manity to protect our fellow-countrymen in 
foreign parts when they can look for no 
other safeguard. We cannot afford to allow 
a nation on our southern bprders with 
which we are so closely united by trade 
and commerce and friendly relationship to 
lapse into anarchy and barbarism. 
Mexico will suffer almost irreparable loss 
by a prolonged continuance of present con- 
ditions. The best citizens of that bedev- 
fled country will welcome any means of re- 
lief that promise to place Mexico again on 
a level with the other countries of the 
world. With us the safety of Americans, 
while robbers and cut-throats are devas- 
tating the provinces north and south of the 
City of Mexico, is the paramount issue. 
Whatever the past causes of these series 
of outbreaks, whatever the future may have 
in store for our sister republic, the present 
need of protection for life and property has, 
first of all, to be attended to—by the Ma- 
dero government if possitle, by American 


intervention if necessary. |

The Rooster and the Spurs. : 
Old Josh Billings used to say, “I love the 
rooster for two things; for the crow he has,

Well, the republic of Switzerland is the 
bantam with the crow and the spurs. Al- 
ways of f peaceful disposition, in defense 
of his own barnyard—a state is usually 
“her,” that won't do when the sub- 
ject is considered a rooster—as she has 
never hesitated a minute about fighting 
anything that wore talons, spurs and be 
crooked beak. From the Gallic cock to the 
double-headed eagle of Austria or Germany 
the republic has met all comers, weighing 


in at the ringside and fighting to a finish, |. 


which always came to the other fellow first. 

While it has perhaps never been listed 
among the “military nations,” it has al 
ways been a fighting people. Morgarten, 
In that 
last battle the defeated Austrians eleven 
times halted to make a stand against their 
furious enemy and eleven times were over- 
thrown and the rout continued—a battle 


in which, with the loss of only fifty-four | 


men, the fighting Swiss slew 1700 of their 


invaders. It is of this battle that the old 


Zurich chronicler quaintly records how 
Count Werdenberg, commanding the army 
of invasion, “fled in hot haste,“ adding— 

“and yet not a soul ran after him.” 

Another Game Cock In the Pit. 

Again, Charles the Bold, in 1476, invaded 
Switzerland, captured a garrison at the 
little town of Grandson by treacherous mis- 
‘representations and hanged every man of 
them, 412, in the woods, an act of brutal 
and cowardly ferocity Which the Swiss re 
membered. An army of 18,000 men con 
fronted Charles a little later on almost 
the same ground. When the lines of battle 
were formed the Swiss fell on their knees 
for a moment of prayer, to the accompant- 
ment of derisive laughter of Charles's Bur 
gundians. Then, the prayer meeting ended, 
the Swiss rose and fell upon the enemy, 
scattering them like chaff and killing as 
many as they could overtake. In the pur 
suit they passed the bodies of their com- 
rades still hanging from the trees. This 
spectacle was not conducive to peaceful 
thoughts. The Swiss captured more than 
a millidn florins’ 
camp of Burgundy, W eces o 
tillery. For months after this running 
fight the Swiss peasants did their farm 
work in silken doublets. 

Round Two, and Wind -Up. 

Stung with rage and shame, Charles gath- 
ered another arm of 25,000 men and 
again entering Switzerland besieged Kerten, 
June, 1476. On the 22nd the month the 
Swiss army of relief ap After a 
couple of hours of heavy fighting, in which 
the first advantages lay with the invaders, 
Swiss valor again triumphed, English bow- 
men and Burgundian chivalry were jammed 
on the shore of the Lake of Murten, and 
there butchered like cattle or driven into 
the lake and drowned. The hanging of the 
surrendered of Grandson was pitl- 
lessly avenged. The Confederates lost but 
a few hundred men, while they slew of the 
invaders about 9000. A year later the 
Swiss, acting on the offensive as allies of 
the Duke of Lorraine, inflicted their last 
blow upon Charles the Bold, in a battle un- 
der the walls of Nancy. For there they 
defeated him and killed him. 

Now, for a neutral republic which never 
provoked a war, that isn’t a bad fighting 
record. The bantam always loved to crow 
on his own mountain peaks, but he always 
crowed with his gaffs on, and woe betide 
the unfortunate bird who came through the 
pass to see what he was crowing about. 

Soldiers on the Job. 

It soon became known that the Swiss 
would fight just as well away from home 
as on his own mountains. He was a good 
fighter.. He became famous as a mer 
cenary—a mean, ugly word to use in con- 
nection with such splendid soldiers. They 
were 
eign king whom they served for pay. Nota- 
bly this was the case with the Swiss Guard 
of immortal memory, massacred at the cap 
ture of the Tuileries on the 10th of Au- 
gust, 1792, where they died for a foreign 
king not worth living to serve nor dying 
to defend.

The Confederation ic forbidden to main“ 
tain a standing army, but “every Swiss is 
bound to perform military service.” Every 
year the young men, as they come of milli- 
tary age, come before an examining board of 
military officers and physicians. If they 
cannot pass the requirements in the rudi- 
ments of learning and physical ability, they 
are obliged to attend “recruit schools” and 
study up. If they are physically incapable 
ef military service, they must pay an an- 
nual tax of exemption; even Swiss citizens 
residing in foreign countries must pay this 
tax. Ifthey are accepted for service they 
are assigned to the different arms, the in- 
fantry for forty-five days, artillery fifty- 
five, cavalry sixty, and engineers fifty. 
i An Army of Minute Men. 
Every Swiss soldier keeps his uniform 
and kit, including all his arms, at home, 
ready for immediate duty, fully equipped. 
He is armed with a magazine rifle, burn 
ing smokeless powder. In active service 


badge, a broad red ribbon bearing a white 
cross, on the left arm. This is the old flag 
of Schwig—one'of the original Oonfedera- 
tion cantons. The world has adopted the 
Swiss standard with the colors reversed— 
a red cross on a white shield, as the badge 
of the universal Cross Societies and 
al! ambulance corps.

Cates and Restaurants Holding 
quor Permits Circulating Petitions 
Against Reformators Measure. 
The proposition of the Chief of Po- 

lice to ask the commission to adopt 
a rule prohibiting the employment of 
girls or women in cafes or restau- 
rants where liquor is served, has 
called forth a protest from owners 
of such places, and at the cashiers’ 
fesks may be found petitions to that 
board not to adopt such a rule. 

The petition sets forth that the en- 
forcement of the rule favored by the 
Chief would throw out of employ- 
ment a large number of worthy 
women and girls, whose duties do not 
require them to serve liquor, and that 
it would impose a hardship upon 
them. It is estimated that more than 
200 women and girls are employed in 
the Los Angeles cafes and restau- 
rants that hold liquor permits, and 
all these would lose their positions. 

At all the restaurants where the 
protests are presented to customers 
for signatures they are freely signed, 
and it was stated yesterday that they 
will be filed with the commission to- 
morrow, and will represent several 
thousand patrons of these eating 
places. 

At tomorrow's meeting of the Po- 
lice Commission it is expected that 
' Commissioners McDill and Akey and 
the City Prosecutor will present the 
new rule that will prohibit the em- 
ployment of white women or girls 
in oriental restaurants.

The morning session was not tong, 
and at 2 o’clock the firemen held 
another session, at, which there was 
a general discussion of the best meth- 
od of preventing gas and gasoline 
explosions during a fre. 

One of the fire chiefs declared the 
great objection that the gas com- 
panies had to the installing of “‘cut- 
offs” in the streets where. the flow of 
gas could be stopped through the 
mains by the firemen, was due to the 
fact that small boys and irresponsible 
persons “play” with the “eut-offs.” 
They declared that there would be 
great danger of many persons being 
asphyxiated because of this. 

The visiting firemen will go to 
Ocean Park and Venice today, where 
they will be shown the ruins of the 
$3,000,000 fire which swept the beach 
resort, and they will be told by Chief 
Eley how he used his men in fight- 
Ing the conflagration. They will be 
shown how the salt-water main serv- 
ice of Venice saved that city and the 
greater part of Ocean Park when the 
Water service of the beach city 
was found to be wholly isadequate. 
The five days of the convention 
will not be wholly turned over to 
work, as the fire chiefs are de- 
termined to have a good time dur- 
ing their stay in Los Angeles. Chief 
Eley has promised that they will not 
be disappointed in their visit so far as 
entertainment is concerned.

‘They doubt 
whether shes was cognizant of the 
dual life her lover led, Dut they hope 
she may be able to throw some light 
upon his life which will enable them

The detectives are trying to locate 
the room Reynolds occupied.
